At 7 o'clock to-morrow night the Exposition 
building will be thrown open to the public, and the 
magnificent displays will be formally announced as 
ready for inspection. The brilliant effect of hun. 
dreds of electric lights willbe added to the mag- 
nificence of the exhibits themselves, and with their 
glittering cases, blending colors, the num of ma- 
chinery, the noweof the crowds and the crash of 
music, the scene will be splendid to look upon and 
interesting to participate in. There is reason to 
believe, from all the inquires that have been made, 
that there will be from 25,000 to 30,000 persons 
at the opening. This will give the event a boom 
worthy of such an occasion, and with a grand turn- 
out at the opening there can be no possibility ofa 
failure of interest in the Exposition during the time 
it lasts. 

The displays this year are away ahead of those of 
last year, not only in their number, but alse in 
their quality. Exhibitors have taken more pains

THE NUDE OFFICIALLY, 


Mr. Keanard Speaks of the Unseducated 
Pablic, and Mr. Pettes Replies. 
Correspondence relative to the removal of the 
nude pictures from the Exposition Art Display bas 
passed between Mr. H. B. Fettes and Mr. S. M. Ken- 
nard. The letter to Mr. Pettes reads aa follows: 
Dear Srr—After careful deliberation we have 
come to the conclusion that the three paintings of 
the nude, Aviat’s Zuleika“ and Caucaunier's 
‘Eve"™ and “Potiphar'’s Wife,“ had better not be 
exhibited for the present at the forthcoming Ex- 
position. This decision has been reached reluct- 
antly, and solely for fear of causing unnecessary 
offense to that portion of the public who are not 
fully educated in art matters. As to the merit of 


the paintings frem a strictly artistic standpoint we 
bave nothing but words of praise to say; they, in 
common with the rest of the collection, reflect the 
greatest credit upon your * —

The answer to this letter, sent this morning, is as 
foliows: 

Dear Sm— Tour favor of this date, informing 
me of the exclusion of certain paintings 
of the nude from the Exposition galleries, is at 
hand. and inasmuch as I am personaliy responsible 
for the selection of the pictures compromising the 
Exposition collection, I to say: 

I cannot but feel that by this act the sentiment of 
our people bas been misinterpreted and placed 
before the world in a false light. It has been said 
in substaoce that the patrons of the St. Louis Ex- 
position were so uncultured, so prudish, and so far 
behind other civilized portions of the giobe that an 
exhibition of that which among advanced people in 
veariy every age of the wor.d has been considered 
entirely proper will, in St. Louis, cause unnecessary 
offense and be repulsive to (he masses who contrib- 
ute te the support of our Exposition, Througuout 
my experience as an art dealer, my attention has 
been drawa to the different phases of public senti- 
ment in its relation to art, and so far as I am in- 
formed, this is the first instance where paintings of 
high artistic merit without any alleged impurity 
ef motive have been excluded from a public 
exhibition for the sole reason that they 
re t the nude human form. The Cen- 
te Exhibition offended no one 
by an exposure of the nude in art. The National 
Academy of New York, the Pennsylvania Acade- 

ne the Boston Museuin of Fine Arts, 
the St. Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Royal Academy Grosvenor Gallery. Paris Salon, 
and in fact every re sentative exhibition in the 
world not only permits but welcomes pictures of 
the nude. As the human form is the highest ex- 
pres-ion of creative power andthe apotheosis of 
that which is beautiful in nature, it has always been 
a favorite theme with the ablest artists and tue 
supreme test of their powers; and that it should 
have been considered for a moment that an exuibi- 
tion of works of this character, chaste in motive
